“The Father of the Automobile” 
was a school-teacher at the start 
of his career. This did not suit 
him, as he always was of an in- 
ventive turn of mind and, long 
before he developed the idea for 
a horseless carriage, was given 
to experimenting in chemistry. One

Even assuming that the State 
did not hold such unlimited power

The decision denied; however, 
that even such admitted inequality 
could be used by the plaintiffs to 
sustain their contention that there 
would be a denial of “equal pro- 
tection of the laws” asa contem- 
plated by the constitution. 


, Here the construction of the

against them were directly con- 
necteq with interstate commerce, 
and that while some had refused 
to sell certain building materials 
produced wholly in California to 
persons who would not agree to 
maintain an open shop, interstate 
commerce had not been restrained. 
The Federal District Court. at 
San Francisco, while disclaiming 
any intention to interfere in the 
industrial conflict, found that there 
had been a restraint of interstate 
commerce, and enjoined those en- 
gaged in fighting for an “open 
shop” from placing: any restric- 
tions upon those who could pur- 
chase building materials coming 
ihto the State in Interstate or for- 
eign commerce, from interfering 


ing materials, plumbers’ and other 
supplies produced outside Califor- 
nia, and from attempting to pre- 
sup- 
Plies into the State. 

Insisting that the lower court 
had been in é¢rror in finding that 
there had been any restraint of 
interstate commerce, the Industrial 
Association and others associated 
in the appeal asserted that the 
strike had terminated before the 
government acted, and that the 
grounds of complaint urged by the 
government had ceased to exist. 
They contended that discrimina- 
tion no longer existed in the bulld- 
ing industry in San Francisco, de- 
claring that workmen were now 
employed without regard to their 
union status, and the controversy 
having become moot they asked 
that the injunction be set aside.

STIRS COLLEGE 


Northwestern Student Tells 
Gay Parties 


Journal Found Strapped to 
Body of Suicide - 


Escapades While Off Campus 


Alarm Principals 


(EXCLUSIVES 

CHICAGO, April 13. — Because 
incidents involving co-eds and so- 
rorities at Northwestern Univer- 
sity appear in the “death diary” of 
Robert Preston, Oak Park (TI1.) 
student, who committed suicide 
Sunday, authorities at the Evans- 
ton school today held conferenccs 
to determine on a more strict su- 
pervision of sorority dances and 
other student activities away from 
the campus. 


An uncensored story~-of the life 
of a “modern” youth was revealed 
in the diaries written by the 21- 
year-old student, whose body waa 
found in Lake Michigan near the 
foot of Madison street. 

The youth had strapped the 
diaries to his body in a weighted 
brief case before shooting himself 
through the head and diving into 
the lake. Apparently he hoped 
the weights would. hold his body 
under the water, but they did-not. 

Preston wrote in his diary his 
escapades with girl students at the 
university, as well as girl ushers 
in theaters, and ‘other women 
whom he had “picked up.” 
“kissed” and “mugged,” a pastime 
otherwise described as “petting” 
or “necking.” | 


FIT OF DESPAIR 

The diaries and a farewell let- 
ter indicated Preston killed him- 
self in a fit of despair. He had 
diabetes. A strict diet had been 
prescribed for him. He could not 
stick to the diet, his diary showed 
and he killed himeelf. His last 
months of his life were spent reck- 
lessty with suicide in mind. The 
diary spoke of “one last fling,” to 
be taken before self-murder. 

It was an exciting but not vicious 
life that Preston and his friends 
lived. Gin and “mugging’’ were 
mixed with study and double 
chocolate sundaes. Preston's story 
showed co-eds willing to drink and 
dance at downtown cabarets, but 
careful not to go beyond the limits 
set by undergraduate convention 
in “mugging.” 


MODEL ON CAMPUS 


Preston was regarded as a mode! 
student on the campus. His schol- 
arship marks were good: he was 
known generally as a modest 
youngster of good habits. He con- 
cealed from most of his intimate 
friends the fact that he had dia- 
betes. He took his “shots” of in- 
sulin as secretly as if he were in- 
ne in some disgraceful drug 

abit. 

His recorded excesses were in 
connection with his health. He 
could not control the craving for 
food and sweets that is one of the 
diabetic symptoms. For a while 


he resolved ey, to bind him- 


self to his diet, but each time his 
will failed him. In the end he 
stopped caring, and his diary be- 
came a chronicle of gorging in. 
candy and heavy foods. 

Partially repudiating an official 
statement issued by him Sunday, 
President Walter Dill Scott of 
Northwestern University said to-

One Per Cent Added Though 
Earnings Are Lower 
Move is Laid to Removal of 

Legislation Threats

NEW YORK, April 13.—Re- 
moval of threats of harmful! legis- 
lation and the return- 
railroad conditions enabled the 
Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe 
Rallroad Company to increase its 
common dividend from 6 to 7 per 
cent annually, despite the fact that 
earnings have fallen short of a 
fair return on its investment, 
President W. B. Storey said in hig 
annual report to the road's stock- 
holders today. 

Net corporate income of the road 
available for dividends and sur- 
plus totaled $42,151,806 in 1924, 
contrasted with $42,087,801 tn the 
preceding year. The increse in 
net earnings was achieved on the 
face of a drop of more than 
$3,000,000 In gross operating reve- 
nues, which amounted to $235,410,- 
951. The year’s surplus of $21.- 
372,359 swelled the ect and loss 
surplus to $187, 419,32 

“During the war “end subse- 
quently.” Mr. Storey explained, 
“such great changes were made in 
wages. material costs, taxes and 
rates that it was tmpossible to de- 
termine satisfactorily what the 
company could earn. Furthermore, 
threats of harmful legisiation 
added to the uncertainty. 

“While there are still many se- 
rious problems before the rail- 
roads, conditions seemed more aet- 
tled than for some time and road- 
way and equipment have been 
brought back Into first-class con- 
dition. Moreover, the average rate 
of interest on the outstanding in- 
debtedness of the company is but 
4.08 per cent per annum with no 
large sum maturing before 1958. 
Therefore, although the earnings 
of the company were but 56.43 per 
cent on ite investment, falling 
short of a fair return, it seemed 
that the dividend could be in- 
creased safely to 7 per cent.” 

Development of Western Texas

Poor mar- 
ket sales’ judgment and tactics on

The Barnsdall Oil Company yes-

In addition to the 
oil, the well is making about 1,- 
600,000 cubie feet of gas, pressure 
registering 850 pounds on the cas- 
ing-head, and 300 pounds on the 


The Barnsdall had some trouble 
in completing the O’Dea No. 2, 
owing to the difficulty of getting a 
successful water shutoff. Original- 
ly ten-inch casing was set at 4123 
feet, but several attempts failed to 
exclude thé water, and -a string of 
‘eight-inch casing was cemented 
eight feet below the ten-inch shoe 
at 4131 feet. A shutoff was effected 
here, and the well was drilled to 
a total depth of 4218 feet. 

The O'Dea No. 3 on this lease ie 
proving to be the most consistent 
producer in the southeastern part 
of the Rosécrans field. This well 
was completed on March 3, and 
during the past four days averaged 
1622 barrels per day of 42-degrees- 
gravity oil. The majority of wells 
in this end of the Rosecrans field 
have shown decreases ranging from 
60 to 80 per cent within a month 
of compietion. .

“club,” and that Santennielli was 
paying the rent and transacting 
its business. 

Apparently frightened into hid- 
ing by his narrow escape, Santan- 
nellli now has vanished as though 
into thin air. U. S. Atty. McNabb 
is considering asking Chief of Po- 
lice Heath to place a special de- 
tail om the case.

what of it? Individualism calls for the first 
and foremost law of self-preservation. The 
only method of self-preservation under 
present circumstances is arbitration rather 
than unflinching self-assertion. Dueling 
and fistic decision of an argument are out 
of date. This violent form of a settlement 
may still prevail among the classes in 
which impulse comes first, unchecked by 
intellectual control, but among the modern, 
balanced minds a recourse to settlement 
by reasan and arbitration ie in universal 
use. 
To argue that racial distinctions cannot 
be overcome is to fly in the teeth of experi- 
mental certainties. The United States has 
proved the fallacy of that doctrine without 
leaving it a shred of theoretical truth. The 
melting pot of this continent has blended 
all nationalities into one congruous whole. 
Celts, Latins, Teutons and Gauls are al! ab- 
sorbed in one homogeneous mass of Amer- 
leans fn as short a period as one genera- 
Raciality as a source of interstate 
friction is nonexisting in this country. 
Family traditions may survive in adherence 
to former national likes and dislikes, but 
such tendencies are not intruded into the 
public life of the nation. Racialism, there. 
fore, is extinct in this nation as a national 
element. And. with it racial Yantipathies 
have been buried in the enonomic life of 
the country. . 
' The same may be said of individualism. 
The United States ts an individual nation. 
The States are individual commonwea!lth:. 
Each State has its own individual govern- 
ment, with its own legislative, executive 
and judicial departments. No State is de 
pendent on the other and all concentrate 
their universal interests in the Federal gov- 
ernment, which leaves the authority of the 
individual States intact. Interests of the 
individual States do not clash because their 
respective benefits all fit in under the pat- 
ronage of the central government, which 
has the good of all at heart under the scope 
of a higher plane of mutual welfare which 
no one questions; for no partiality arises 
as a complaint against paternal favoritism. 


ers, Slovak Pennsylvanians, Dutch Dako- 
tans and Swedish Minnesotans, who a score 
of years ago were loyal patriots in the 
countries of their origin, lay no charges at 
the door of the government of their adopt- 
ed homeland, it is because they find no 
complaint of racial or State preferment in 
the matter of being governed. They realize 
that neither State equality nor racial origin 
leaves a peg to hang a discontented hat on, 
nor are there chips flying from one State 
across the border to another which they 
may pick up to place on their shoulders. 

Individualism, both racial and human, is 
held sacred on this continent. Every citi- 
zen in this homogeneous atmosphere senses 
his equality with his neighbor. 


IGH COST OF VANITY ; 
Many people complain of the high 
cost of living when what really troubles 
them is the high cost of vanity. 

Those who grumble most say that things 
are so high they simply cannot live on 
their incomes, although all around them 
are proofs that they could—proofs in the 
form of other people who are living on 
incomes no larger and living decently and 
respectably, too. In innumerable cases 
they are living even better than the people 
who say they can't, and giving their chil- 
dren a fairer start in life because they 
spare them the constant degradations of 
debt and false pretenses and unremitting 
secret—family secret—worriles over the 
“needful.” 

In one of this city’s suburbs, to take an 
average case, lives a man who never earned 
more than $125 a month. His tastes are 
simple, but he believes in buying good 
things whenever he buys. He is a garden- 
er by profession and will not work with 
cheap tools. He and his wife have plenty 
of good food, plenty of respectable clothes 
and an inexpensive second-hand car. Every 
good Sunday for years they have gone out 
for an outing in their car, visiting some 
piace of interest. But they saved $25 a 
month, with which they bought a lot—then 
another lot. They now have five cottages 
on the lots, in one of which they live. The 
others yield them $160 a month income.

NGLAND’S FOOD SUPPLY 
Addressing the Mercantile Marine Con- 


stressed the importance of England mak- 
ing better food provision. He likened the 
island of Great Britain to a ship on which 
there was never more than six weeks’ food 
supply at one time. “The balance must 
come by ship,” he said, “and, if the ship- 
ping does not come, a fortnight would de- 
liver us to panic indescribable and three 
months would see us on a gallant adven- 
ture of cannibalism.” - 


Other and more fully recognized econom- 
ic authorities than Kipling have been mak- 
ing statements to the same effect. The 
food situation in Great Britain, instead of 
improving, has beeh growing worse from 
year to year, despite wholesale emigration 
and the strenuous efforts of the govern- 
ment to encourage agriculture on the is- 
land, Under the Land Settlement Scheme, 
which went into effect in 1918, applicaaisa 
have been provided with small holdings ag- 
gregating about 300,000 acres. This great- 
ly increased the number of holdings, but, 
strange to say, the land under the plough 
decreased 308,000 acres in 1922 and there 
was a further decrease of 129,378 in 1923, 
while from 1921 to 1923 the number of farth 
workers decreased nearly 100,000. At the 


ployed. 
Great Britain has been importing about 
$2,500,000,000 worth of food a year since 
the war, much of it being shipped from this 
country. She has about 30,000,000 acres 
under cultivation, while the United States 
has 350,000,000. John Bull's home-grown 
wheat crop is about 65,000,000 bushels a 
year, or only one and one-fifth bushels per 
capita. This is only 20 per cent of local 
needs. About 200,000,000 bushels of wheat 
are shipped to the island annually, 60,000,- 
000 coming from the United States. There 
are also imported 450,000,000 pounds of 
flour, of which we furnish about one-third. 
There have been years when California 
could have supplied the United Kingdom 
with as much wheat as that country pro- 
duced, although the yield per acre here is 
only about one-half what it is in England, 
where it averages thirty-two bushels to the 
acre in good seasons. With decreasing cul- 
tivation from year to year it is readily seen 
tWAt there is much cause for worry on the 
part of the British, with only six weeks’ 
food supply on hand and no positive assur- 
ance that more.can be secured at all times. 
Californians would consider themselves in 
a pretty plight if they had to rely upon out- 
side food sources to this extent. It is true 
that we are now importing wheat, but that 
ls only because our farmers have found 
other crops more profitable. And our an- 
nual crop of 4,000,000 bushels of beans 
alone would keep the wolf from the door 
for some time, while our other products 
would easily keep us well fed for years to 
come. 3

During the same period the Ore- 


gon Game Commission spent $702,- 
099, for which they planted 68,109,- 


500 trout that measured from three |- 
to six inches in length, and, he- 
sides. this, they released 21,884 
pheasants. 

Figures from the State of Wash- 
ington show that for $65,000 their 
commission planted 120,000,000 
trout, more than twice as many 
as were planted by the California 
commission, and some of Wash- 
ington’s fish ran up to six inches 
in length. It costs us about eight 
times as much for; each trout as 
Washington spends. The amount 
spent by Washington includes ex- 
pressage on fish eggs and the 
transportation of fish, while the 
California commission is allowed 
free transportation by the railroad 
up to the sum of about $40,000. 

For superintendence of trout 
propagation it cost California dur- 
ing the last two years $52,519, or 
just a few thousand less than the 
total cost of planting 120,000,000 
by the Washington commission. 

The California commission, in 
its last biennial report, goes on 
record to the effect that the plant- 
ing of large retaining pond reared 
fish is not a good plan. The Unit 
ed States Bureau of Fisheries, as 
well as the following State Fish 
and Game Commissions, claim that 
better results are obtained by 
planting pond-reared fish. Oregon, 
Washington, Idaho, Montaga,. Colo- 
rado, Wyoming, Pennsylvania and 
New Jersey. In Colorado not only 
the State but the sportsmen’s as- 
sociations and individuals are 
spending more money than ever 
before ‘on the building of retain- 
ing ponds. They have used them 
for years and know the wonderful 
results obtained by planting large 
fish and not immature fry as is 
planted by the California commis- 
sion. | 

During the last two years the 
California commission planted in 
the streams and lakes of the State 
more than 13,000,000 Loch Leven 
and Brown trout. According to 
the United States Bureau of Fish- 
eries and many other eminent au- 
thorities, these fish 
istic and live to a great extent vn 
the young of other fish. They con- 
demn the planting of these preda- 
tory trout which not only destroy 
the better native fish, but are in-| 
ferior both in quality and game- 
ness to our wonderful rainbow. 

In the many conferences held by 
sportsmen throughout the State in 
the past few months two general 


}plans have been suggested, one is 


to obtain a new fish and game 
commission, the other to divide tho 
commission, or rather provide two 
commissions; a sportsmen’s com- 
mission to have supervision over 
the hunting and the game fish, the 
other commission composed of the 
present members of the Fish and 
Game Commission to have super- 
vision over commercial fishings, 
each commission receiving only 
such money as is obtained from 
the particular branch over which 
it has supervision. _

In 1919 his atten- 
tion was directed to the discovery 
of silver at Randsburg: ‘Aseociat- 
ing himself wih the locaters of the 
silver deposits there, he soon ac- 
quired a substantial interest in the 
company.

himself and began operations on 
his own initiative. 

Mr. Grady. in selecting his site, 
which was subsequently ridiculed 
by mining men, rejected all pre- 
vailing theories as to the location 
of ore bodies. It was soon proven, 
however, that he had accurately 
foretold the trend of the ore and 
within a few months after he be- 
gan operations one of the richest 
deposits in the history of the prop- 
erty Was penetrated. Associated 
with him were Ben 8. Hill, Fred 
Gunther and Frank Sexton. These 
men in less than two years are said 
to have produced in excess of 
$1,000,000 from their claim. :
